When a letter is struck a radio im- 
pulse is flashed from the antenna on 
the airr’ane to the receiving station 
below. On the receiving end is a 
Similar Instrument which reproduces 
the message in typewritten form on 4 
tape. 

The instrument has been named the 
“teletype.” It has been fn use for 
the last eight years in connection with 
land wire telegraphy. But this ts the 
first time it has been applied to wire- 
less. First tests were made at the 
naval air station at Anacostia, D.C. 

The new system, it is said, wil! ell- 
minate much of the chance of error in 
transmitting and receiving that is 
now experienced in the telephone and 
telegraph devices. Accuracy is the 
chief advantage of the teletype.

The speed is nearly as fast as that 
at which messages can be sent by 
wire, and may open a vast new fleld 
for usefulness,

Such interest in Canada 1s quite 
comprehensible, for the Dominion Is 
becoming to an increasing extent, a 
depository for surplus American 
money. Many of these men have I[n- 
vestments {n Canada or are contem 
plating making them there. It is na 
tural that they should wish to assure 
themselves of the safety of such 
moneys or determine the wisdom of 
carrying out their intents. In the 
proximity of the two countries, the 
American business man has a distinct 
advantage over the British, and this 
is the reason why they have been sub- 
jected to a minimum of loss. It is 
an easy matter for them to first scout 
out the ground and later to exercise 
& close supervision. 

Canada, in her enormous natural 
wealth and the sane manner in which 
she is setting about expansion in her 
natural life, is her own best appeal to 
investors of all kinds. Observers can- 
not but be forced to a realization of 
her greatness and the surety of her 
future from merely the evidence both 
sides of a railway track disclose. Men 
who never contemplated investing in 
Canada have done so after making 
their first trip to Canada.

Conditions That Should Be Studied 
By Settlers 

The Dominion Experimental Station 
at Lacombe, Alberta, is situated 2,795 
feet above sea level and lics 115 miles 
north of Caigary and 80 miles south 
of Ecmonton. Chinook winds modi 
fy the temperature, and cattle thrive 
out-of-doors in.winter, according to 
the report recently issued dealing with 
the work carried on in 1921. The 
Buperintendent, Mr. F. H. Reed, 
makes a statement that might well be 
brought to the attention of intending 
settlers: “As the soil in Central Al- 
berta Is suitable for uny type of diver. 
sified farming, the problems in agri 
culture are nearly all the results ot 
climatic Hmitations, “For this rea- 
son,” he says, “all farming operations 
should be adapted to obtain maximum 

“results under these conditions. As 
many new settlers are arriving with 
the intention of following mixed farm- 
ing in a territory unfamiliar to them, 
they should make a careful study of 
the climatology of the district and 
adapt their farming operations to its 
limitations.” Mr. Reed gives in ord- 
er the dates on which the different 
farming activities” commenced last 
year, starting with the first work on 
the land on April 21, and ending with 
the last of the fall ploughing on No- 
vember 10, a season of over two hun- 
dred days. 

Of beef cattle there is a herd at the 
station of 72 Aberdeen Angus, and the 
dry cows and heifers were wintered 
{n a poplar bluff open on the south 
and sheltered on three sides. The 
cows were taken in to calve, and the 
report states that there was not a 
case of sickness among either-the 
calves or cows. Thé yearling heifers 
were run in a corral close to the 
stable and fed liberally, but haying to 
sleep in the open, they did not do as 
well as hoped for, and this year are to 
be treated to some kind of a shed or 
straw shelter. ; 

Of dairy cattle there is a herd of 61 
Holsteins at the station, and milking 
tests and feeding experiments are be- 
ing conducted. At the time the re- 
port was being prepared there were 
681 sheep at the station, including 67 
Leicesters, 45 Cheviots, 34 Corrie- 
dales, 51 Hampshires, 48 Oxfords, and 
115 Shropshire breeding ewes. Grad- 
ing up experiments and cost investi- 
gations are always in progress. Last 
year 60 sows and 7 boars were kept, 
representing the Berkshire, York- 
shire and’ Dore-Jersey breeds of 
swine. With them bleeding, housing 
and feeding experiments are being 
carried on. But the livestock work 
forms only a small proportion of the 
activities conducted at the farm, 
which include all kinds of crop cultl- 
vation as well as poultry and beekeep- 
ing. Al! these are dealt with in the 
report, which can be had either at the 
station or by applying to the Publica- 
tions Branch of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa. 


Dairy Products Campaign 


Dominion Dairy Commissioner Points 
Out How Wornen’s Institutes 
Can Assist 


The Dominion Dairy and Cold Stor- 
age Commissioner in his News Letter 
of November 10, points out how Wo- 
men’s Institutes can be of material 
assistance in the campaign now being 
carried on by Miss Helen G. Campbell, 
lecturer and demonstrator of the Dal 
Branch, for the great consumption of 
milk and its products. The Deputy 
Minister of Health is quoted as say- 
ing that his department is in hearty 
sympathy with the campaign, and 
promises active co-operation and sup- 
port, as opportunity offers. It is sug- 
gested that the institute organization 
might help, first, by ascertaining the 
oumber of under-welght children in 
the district. Standards of height and 
weight of children of different ages 
will be supplied by the Dairy Branch, 
and information regarding scales by 
the Department of Health. Second, 
by instituting a survey of the amount 
of milk used daily by each child. 
Third, by a “Carry milk to School” 
campaign. Fourth, by assisting the 
teachers to keep a record of the 
amount of mlik consumed by each 
child and the gain in weight each 
week. Fifth, by encouraging the 

“preparation of dairy dishes through 
competitions at schoo! fairs, to take 
the place of part of the cakes and pies 
upon which very often the culinary ef- 
forts of the children are expended.

A Canadian Plant Registration Our Butter And 


Originators of New Varieties of Plants 
Will Be Protected 


A movement has been set on foot! 
for the recording and registration in 
Canada of new varieties of herbaceous 
plants, shrubs and trees. At a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Canadian Horticultural Council, held 
in Ottawa on Novy. 13, it was decided 
to proceed with the establishing of the 
bureau on the basis of a report pre- 
pared by the Registration Committee 
of the Council. 

The registration proposed Is intend- 
ed to protect the name of a new var- 
fety and the rights of the originator 
in the same sense that inventions are 
protected by patent rights. The reg 
istration machinery will include pro 
vincial representatives, as well a 
deal with differen 
classes of plants. Applications wi! 
be first dealt with by provincial repre 
sentatives, next by the Registratior 
Bureau, who will determine whether 
or not the name asked for is already 
in use. The Dominion Horticultur 
ist will then pass his opinion on the 
merits of the plant, and registration 
will only be given with the sanction 
of the Registration Committee. The | 
proposition has been laid before the | 
Dominion Minister of Agriculture,'

hope that the necessary assistance for 
carrying on the bureau wil) be provid 
ed.

R. B. Maxwell of Winnipeg Chose 
Name for Soldiers’ Organization 
The retirement of R. B. Maxwell! 
from the Dominion presidency of the 
Great War Veterans’ Association of 
Canada, recalls the fact that he was 
the orginator of the name of the asso- 
ciation. Shortly after Mr. Maxwell 
returned to Winnipeg early in 1916, 
following his recovery from serious 


| wounds received at the second battle

The 
first steps were taken towards the 
close of 1916 and the name suggested 
by Mr. Maxwell and adopted was the 
Winnipeg Great War Veterans’ Asso- 
clation, Mr. Maxwell was elected 
Vice-President and a few months later 
became President. 

When the national conference of 
veterans was called in April 1917, at 
Winnipeg, the name of the local or- 
ganization was selected for the amal- 
gamated body of all local veterans’ 
organizations, the words “of Canada” 
being added. Mr. Maxwell ts the 
proud possessor of one of the first 
badges of the association—a round 
button with a figure of OBritannia 
crowning a warrior with a_ laurel 
wreath of victory. In view of the 
stirring events before victory was fin- 
ally achieved the badge ts symbolic of 
the unwavering confidence of the Can- 
adian troops that victory must finally 
come,

Fresh Eges 
In Winter 


the Pullets Into the Winter 
Quarters Early is Advice of 
Expert 

The poultry fanciers, who wish to 
enbure a plentiful supply of eggs from 
their birds during the winter season 
should put the winter-laying 
into the winter quarters early, in or 
fer that they may have time to set

George Robertson, Assistant Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman., 
Before putting them in be 

that the houses have been thorough!y 
cleansed and disinfected and that all 
necessary repairs have been made to 
the roof, side walls and windows, As 
the birds have been accustomed to 
open air conditions, it is essential 


that proper ventilation be given it 
is also important that the supply of 
green feed should be in no way re. 
stricted; green feed is of great import- 
ance at any timé of the year, but dur- 
ing the winter months it js at 


olutely 
necesasry. The birds have just como 
in from the range where the su; ply of 


green feed has been plentiful and var- 
ied, and an endeavor should be made 
to give them a variety of feed, such 
as chopped clover, sprouted oats, man 
gels or other forms of succulent feed 

Grain should not be fed too heaviliy 
at the start, and the pullets should be 
made to scratch for the grain feed 
given them, as the exercise is neces 
sary to good health. They shoui! be 
watched closely, and if any signs of 
sluggishness are seen a little Epsom 
salts should be given, elther in the 
drinking water or in the wet mash. 

If the chickens have been 
hatched it will be absolutely nece 
to treat them for lice, in fact it 
visable to do this whether 
hen-hatched or not. 

As soon as the birds have quieted 
down and become accustomed to 
their new quarters, the regular rou 
tine of winter feeding should be 
commenced. Each individual feeder 
has his own ideas as to the best meth 
ods of feeding, but the following sys- 
tem is recommended: In the morning 
a light feed of scratch grain scattered 
in the litter may be given, fresh water 
is also given at this time, and, where 
possible, milk.

Sir Henry Thornton

“No Government Interference,” Says 
New Head of Government

Sir Henry Thornton, newly-appoint- 
ed President of the Canadian National 
Railways, was the guest of honor at a 
banquet tendered by the Montreal 
Board of Trade. In replying to the 
speeches in his honor, Sir Henry 

spoke, in part, as follows: 

“It is with a feeling of gratitude 
that I rise, first, to thank Mr. Beatty 
for the generous and kind words he 
has spoken with respect to the Cana- 
dian National Railways and myself, 
and, secondly, to thank you all for the 
cordial way in which you have recely- 
ed his statements. The fact that the 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has done me the honor of 
proposing my health is in itself a 
compliment which any rallwayman 
would appreciate, for we in the trans- 
portation industry regard the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway as one of the 
best managed and one of the most 
éflicient railways. Its original con- 
ception ‘was courageous and states: 
man-like, and its subsequent adminis 
tration has reflected credit upon all 
who have been connected with it. 

“The amalgamation of constiluent | 
railways now known as the Cana- 
dian National Railways has for the 
last two years shown an improving 
financial position, although the posi- 
tion is nol today what any one of us 
would wish.
